In an effort to keep this process moving forward, I wanted to give you some additional contract language 
that will need to be included. 

With reference to your email of September 20, 2017, and specifically, paragraph 5, we need to memorialize 
your answer directly in the Grant Agreement so that it is binding upon anyone else who desires to interpret 
the agreement in the future. Therefore, at the very beginning of Attachment E, please include the 
following: 

"The contracting parties represent and agree that this Attachment is deemed to supersede and take 
precedence over any terms or conditions of the Grant Agreement between the parties." 

In addition to the "RAPID" paragraph that is already in Attachment E (which should now be numbered "1"), 
please add as paragraph "2" the following to memorialize the reality that is the subject of paragraph 3 of my 
September 12, 2017 email to you, and your response of September 20, 2017: 

"The Michigan Department of Health and Human Services is the 'recipient' of federal TANF funds, Real 
Alternatives is a 'subrecipient' of federal TANF funds through the Michigan Pregnancy and Parenting 
Support Services Program, and the contracting Service Providers of Real Alternatives are 'vendors' or 
'contractors' of Real Alternatives and are not 'subrecipients' of any funds through the Michigan Pregnancy 
and Parenting Support Services Program."
